Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  District  for  the  year 
ending  31st.  December,  1970* 

The  mid-year  population  was  estimated  by  the  Registrar 
General  to  be  2,640,  it  is  rising  slowly,  having  increased 
by  about  70  persons  in  the  last  5  years. 


There  were  37  live  births  during  the  year,  "which  is 
the  same  number  as  in  1969*  This  gives  a  crude  birth  rate 
of  14  and  an  adjusted  rate  of  14.6  per  1,000  of  the  population. 
This  is  slightly  below7  tha  rate  of  16.0  for  England  and  Wales. 

There  were  3  illigitimate  live  births.  This  is  Qyo  of 
all  live  births,  being  the  same  percentage  as  occurred  in 
England  and  Wales.  Ro  infants  under  one  year  old  died 
during  the  year. 

There  were  15  deaths  during  the  year,  8  males  and  7 
females.  This  gives  extremely  low  rates  for  the  year  as 
compared  with  the  rest  of  the  country,  and  is  due  to  working 
out  statistics  based  on  such  a  small  population. 

During  the  years  1965  -  1969  inclusive,  the  average 
number  of  deaths  was  21  per  year. 


Few  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified  during 
the  year,  the  commonest  being  Measles;  11  cases. 


The  water  supply  throughout  the  District  is  satisfactory, 
which  is  creditable  in  an  area  where  some  of  the  houses  are 
so  widely  scattered  and  with  long  runs  of  mains. 

The  new  sewage  works  serving  the  village  of  Thorney 
came  into  use  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  and  I  am  pleased 
to  report  that  it  is  giving  a  satisfactory  effluent. 

I  am  most  grateful  to  the  Members  of  the  Council  and 
their  Officers  and  Staff  for  ail  the  help  which  they  have 
given  to  me  during  the  year.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 


Collection  of  household  refuse  throughout  the  whole 
District  is  carried  out  by  contract  and  provides  a  weekly 
collection  in  the  built-up  area  and  a  three  weekly  collection 
in  the  outlying  areas.  The  weekl y  service  is  adequate,  but 
in  view  of  the  increased  product  of  household  refuse  in 
accordance  with  national  trends,  consideration  is  being  given 
to  improving  the  service  provided  outside  the  built-up  area. 
Only  three  complaints  were  received  and  on  investigation 
only  one  w as  found  to  be  justified. 

There  are  no  refuse  tips  within  the  Rural  District. 
Tipping  facilities  are  made  available  at  a  controlled  tip 
situated  just  outside  the  District  boundary,  by  arrangement 
with  Peterborough  City  Council. 
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PETROLEUM  ACT  1928 


No  new  licences  were  issued  during  the  year,  and  38 
current  licences  are  no w  in  force  in  respect  of  the  bulk 
storage  of  petroleum  mixtures  at  38  premises.  12  inspections 
were  carried  out. 

IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS. 

Applications  were  received  for  Standard  Grants  in 
respect  of  four  properties  and  grants  we re  awarded  in  each 
case. 

Grants  paid  during  the  year  totalled  £1,190  in  respect 
of  the  following  amenities  provided 

Baths  4,  Wash  Basins  4,  Hot  water  supply  4,  W.C.'s  4. 

No  applications  for  Discretionary  Grant  we re  received. 

164  applications  have  been  made  since  the  inception  of 
the  Improvement  Grant  Schemes,  and  a  Grant  has  been  given 
in  every  case.

A  free  treatment  service  is  provided  by  the  Council  for 
domestic  properties  only,  and  if  one  can  presume  that  in 
these  circumstances  ready  notification  of  infestation  will 
be  made,  the  figures  reflect  a  satisfactory  situation.
